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Obama Signs 2-Year Budget 
Debt Deal Before Deadline

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama on 
Monday signed into law a 
bipartisan budget bill that 
avoids a catastrophic U.S. 
default and puts off fhe 
next round of fighting over 
federal spending and 
debt until after next year’s 
presidential and congres¬ 
sional elections in Novem¬ 
ber. 

Obama praised the rare 
bipartisan cooperation 
behind the deal, saying 
that 2-year agreement 
puts the government on a 
responsible path. 

“It should finally free us 
from the cycle of shut¬ 
down threats and last- 
minute fixes and allows us 
to, therefore, plan for fhe 
future," Obama said in 
brief remarks as he signed 
the bill. 

Tuesday was the deadline 
for averting a default on 
U.S. financial obligations 
by raising the debt limit. 
The Senate gave final 
approval to the House- 
passed bill late last week 
and sent it to Obama. He 
signed it in the Oval Of¬ 
fice, shortly before depart¬ 
ing on a day trip to New 
Jersey and New York. 

The legislation raises the 
limit on the government's 
debt through March 2017, 
pushing reconsideration of 
what in recent years has 
become a contentious 
issue until after the elec¬ 
tions for the White House 
and Congress in Novem¬ 
ber 2016. 

The measure also sets fed¬ 
eral spending through the 
2016 and 2017 fiscal years, 
and eases strict caps on 
spending by providing an 
additional $80 billion, split 
evenly between military 
and domestic programs. 
The Appropriations com¬ 
mittees must write legisla¬ 
tion to reflect the spend¬ 
ing and they face a Dec. 
11 deadline to finish the 
work. Negotiations over 
the budget, which began 
weeks ago, wrapped up 
quickly last week as Re¬ 
publican Rep. Paul Ryan 
prepared to become the 


new House speaker. 
Obama negotiated the 
agreement with Republi¬ 
can and Democratic con¬ 
gressional leaders who 
were intent on steering the 
institution away from the 
brinkmanship and govern¬ 
ment shutdown threats 
that have haunted law¬ 
makers for years. Republi¬ 
can Rep. John Boehner of 
Ohio, who stepped down 
both as speaker and from 
his seat in Congress at the 
end of last week, said he 
felt a sense of urgency to 
reach a deal before turn¬ 
ing the gavel over to Ryan. 
Other lawmakers wanted 
the issue taken off the ta¬ 
ble as they look ahead to 
next fall’s elections. 
Obama called the deal 
“a signal of how Wash¬ 
ington should work” and 
urged lawmakers to keep 
up the collaboration. 

“My hope is now that they 
build on this agreement 
with spending bills that 
also invest in America’s 
priorities — without getting 
sidetracked by a whole 
bunch of ideological is¬ 
sues that have nothing to 
do with the budget,” he 
said. 

The $80 billion in additional 
spending is paid for with 
a mix of spending cuts 
and revenue increases 
touching areas from tax 
compliance to spectrum 
auctions. The deal would 
also avert a looming short¬ 
fall in the Social Security 
disability trust fund that 
threatened to slash ben¬ 
efits, and head off an un¬ 
precedented increase in 
Medicare premiums for 
outpatient care for about 
15 million beneficiaries. 

The plan will lift caps on 
the appropriated spend¬ 
ing passed by Congress 
each year by $50 billion 
in 2016 and $30 billion in 
2017, evenly divided be¬ 
tween defense and do¬ 
mestic programs. 

Another approximately 
$16 billion would come 
each year in the form 
of inflated war spend¬ 
ing, evenly split between 
the Defense and State

Ryan’s immigration remarks ‘preposterous’ 
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Police backlash puts pressure on Tarantino’s ‘Hateful Eight’

NEW YORK (AP) — Calls by 
police groups to boycott 
Quentin Tarantino's “The 
Hateful Eight" are putting 
pressure on one of Decem¬ 
ber's most anticipated re¬ 
leases and inserting one 
of Hollywood’s top direc¬ 
tors into a pitched cultural 
battle. 

In recent days, a growing 
number of police groups 
have called for the boycott 
of the upcoming Weinstein 
Co. release. 

After local police organi¬ 
zations in New York, New 
Jersey, Chicago, Philadel¬ 
phia and Los Angeles, the 
National Association of Po¬ 
lice Organizations recently 
joined the ranks opposing 
Tarantino after remarks the 
director made during a 
recent rally against police 
brutality. 

“We ask officers to stop 
working special assign¬ 
ments or off-duty jobs, such 
as providing security, traffic 
control or technical advice 
for any of Tarantino's proj¬ 
ects,” the organization said 
in a statement. “We need 
to send a loud and clear 
message that such hateful 
rhetoric against police offi¬ 
cers is unacceptable.” 
Tarantino attended the 
Brooklyn rally against bru¬ 
tality on Oct. 24 where he 
told The Associated Press: 


“I’m a human being with a 
conscience. And if you be¬ 
lieve there’s murder going 
on then you need to rise up 
and stand up against it. I'm 
here to say I'm on the side 
of the murdered.” 
Tarantino’s comments 
drew condemnation from, 
among others. New York 
Police Department Com¬ 
missioner William Bratton. 
“Shame on him,” he said, 
speaking shortly after the 
recent fatal shooting of 
NYPD officer Randolph 
Holder in East Harlem. 
“There are no words to de¬ 
scribe the contempt I have 
for him and his comments 
at this particular time." 

The response has made 
Tarantino a regular topic 
on Fox News and at Hol¬ 
lywood soirees, alike. Fox 
News’ Bill O’Reilly last week 
said Tarantino “lives in a 
world of his own.” At the 
Hollywood Film Awards on 
Sunday night in Los An¬ 
geles, Jamie Foxx, star of 
Tarantino’s “Django Un¬ 
chained," defended the 
director. Foxx urged him: 
“Keep telling the truth and 
don’t worry about none of 
the haters.” 

Tarantino’s father, Tony Tar¬ 
antino, has even issued a 
statement through the New 
York Police Patrolmen’s Be¬ 
nevolent Association say¬ 
ing his son is “dead wrong" 
about police officers.

Feds: Wreckage is identified 
as ill-fated cargo ship El Faro

Federal investigators on 
Monday identified wreck¬ 
age found 15,000 feet 
deep in the sea as that of 
the ill-fated cargo ship El 
Faro. 

The National Transportation 
Safety Board said on Twitter 
that the survey of the deep¬ 
water site will continue 
as investigators continue 
seeking more information 
about the final moments of 
the ship and its crew. The El 
Faro sank in about 15,000 
feet of water Oct. 1 dur¬ 
ing Hurricane Joaquin with 
33 people aboard, east of 
the Bahamas. No survivors 
were found. 

Sonar indicates the ship 


landed upright, which 
could help crews recover 
the ship’s voyage data re¬ 
corder, or “black box," the 
NTSB said. 

Crews sent down a re¬ 
motely operated vehicle to 
confirm the wreckage after 
sonar images picked it up 
on Saturday. The U.S. Navy 
will continue searching the 
wreck site and debris field 
on Tuesday with the ve¬ 
hicle and its underwater 
video cameras. 

The “black box" could hold 
a wealth of key informa¬ 
tion including audio from 
the bridge during key deci¬ 
sion-making moments, and 
comments from the cap¬ 
tain and others about the 
condition of the ship.Q

Man says wife beat him before he posted picture of her body

MIAMI (AP) — A man who 

killed his wife and posted 
a photo of her corpse on 
Facebook shot her in self- 
defense because he lived 
in fear of her drug abuse, vi¬ 
olent tendencies and even 
Satan worship, the man’s 
attorney said Monday. 
Defense attorney Saam 
Zangeneh said Monday 
that he will seek to in¬ 
troduce evidence that 
27-year-old Jennifer Al¬ 
fonso was an avid user of 


synthetic drugs such as Ec¬ 
stasy, that she battered her 
husband and that she was 
deeply involved in the oc¬ 
cult and Satan worship. 

Jury selection begins Tues¬ 
day for Derek Medina, 33, 
who faces life in prison if 
convicted of the August 
2013 slaying at the couple’s 
South Miami home. Medina 
has been jailed since his ar¬ 
rest. 

The case gained national 
attention because Medina 
posted the photo of Al¬ 
fonso's body on Facebook, 


admitting in the post that 
he killed her and would like¬ 
ly go to prison. In later inter¬ 
views with police, however, 
he said it was self-defense. 
Zangeneh said Alfonso 
started the fight, which es¬ 
calated to the point where 
she came after Medina 
with a knife. Fie then shot 
her. 

“She initiated a confronta¬ 
tion. My client tried to calm 
her down,” Zangeneh said 
during a hearing on trial ev¬ 
idence before Miami-Dade 
Circuit Judge Yvonne 


Colodny. 

Prosecutor Scott Dunn 
urged Colodny to limit de¬ 
fense use of the allegations 
involving Alfonso, remind¬ 
ing the judge that she is the 
victim and is not on trial. 

“It is not open season on a 
victim just because a de¬ 
fendant is claiming self-de¬ 
fense,” Dunn said. 

The prosecution will seek to 
cast doubt on the self-de¬ 
fense claim with evidence 
that Medina was an ac¬ 
complished amateur boxer 
who had little to fear from 


his physically weaker wife. 
Other evidence shows that 
Medina had years earlier 
told a friend he would kill 
Alfonso if she ever tried to 
leave him, which her friends 
said was her plan. 

Colodny ruled that the 
evidence involving the Al¬ 
fonso allegations could 
only be used if the proper 
legal foundation is laid for 
the jury. She also imposed 
some limits on the prosecu¬ 
tion's use of the Medina

had a rifle in one hand 
and a revolver in the other 
when he first killed a bicy¬ 
clist.

tle with police. 

A motive for the downtown 
shootings in broad day¬ 
light was unknown, and 
Flarpham left few clues in 
blog posts and on social 
media. FHis mother, Fleather 
Kopp, a freelance writer liv¬ 
ing in New York, described 
his longtime struggle with 
addiction in “Sober mer¬ 
cies: Flow love caught up 
with a Christian Drunk,” a 
book also about her own 
battle with alcoholism. 
Authorities have not said 
whether there was any 
link between his substance 
abuse problems and the 
fact that two of his victims 
were women who them¬ 
selves were in addiction 
recovery. Colorado Springs 


police released no new 
details about the shoot¬ 
ing and refused to iden¬ 
tify those killed pending the 
completion of autopsies. 
The El Paso County sheriff's 
office said four officers fired 
at Flarpham but that they 
were not wearing body 
cameras, and their squad 
cars were not equipped 
with dashboard cameras. 

A fuller picture of Flarpham 
emerged in details from his 
mother's book, in which 
she described him as “in¬ 
troverted and moody” and 
turning to drugs and al¬ 
cohol around the time he 
gave up on college. Kopp

US construction spending rises 
0.6 percent during September

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. construction spending rose 0.6 
percent in September to the highest level since March 
2008, pushed up by a surge in apartment building. 

The Commerce Department said Monday that spending 
on construction rose to a seasonally adjusted annual rate 
of $1.09 trillion. Construction of apartments and condo¬ 
miniums jumped 4.9 percent in September from August, 
while construction of single-family homes rose 1.3 per¬ 
cent. Overall, private residential construction rose to the 
highest level since January 2008. 

The housing market has proven relatively resilient this year 
amid economic weakness overseas that has hurt Ameri¬ 
can manufacturers and limited hiring. Commerce report¬ 
ed last week that private investment in housing grew at 
an annual pace of 6.1 percent from July through Septem¬ 
ber — four times the 1.5 percent growth registered by the 
overall economy. 

Spending on nonresidential construction slipped 0.1 per¬ 
cent in September, Commerce said. But spending on 
construction of churches and other religious buildings 
rose 5.6 percent. 

Public construction grew 0.7 percent from August. Spend¬ 
ing on schools and other educational buildings rose 2.4 
percent, and spending on water supply facilities was up 
4.8 percentO

U.S. manufacturers have 
been squeezed this year 
as a strong dollar and 
weak economies in Chi¬ 
na and other key foreign 
markets have cut into ex¬ 
ports.

Monday's report showed 
that a measure of hiring fell 
sharply, from 50.5 to 47.6.

Still, the report contained 
some bright signs: New or¬ 
ders jumped, suggesting 


that business may pick up 
in coming months. And a 
gauge of production rose 
for the first time since July. 
“We're hopeful this will 
mark the low,” Ian Shep- 
herdson, an economist at 
Pantheon Macroeconom¬ 
ics, said in a note to cli¬ 
ents. “It looks as though the 
downshift in manufacturing 
activity may be coming to 
an end.” 

Both manufacturers and 
their customers are cutting 
back on stockpiles, which 
slows production as com¬ 
panies sell existing goods 
rather than order new 
ones. But that trend slowed 
last month and may soon 
be complete, said Brad¬ 
ley Holcomb, chair of the 
ISM’s manufacturing survey 
committee. 


Sharp declines in oil and 
natural gas prices have led 
drilling companies to re¬ 
duce orders for steel pipe 
and other equipment used 
to build rigs.

ISTANBUL (AP) — Turkish 
President Recep Tayyip Er¬ 
dogan on Monday hailed 
a big victory for his ruling 
party in the country’s par¬ 
liamentary election and 
demanded the world re¬ 
spect the result. 

The ruling Justice and De¬ 
velopment Party, or AKP, 
secured a stunning victory 
in Sunday's snap parlia¬ 
mentary election, sweep¬ 
ing back into single-party 
rule only five months after 
losing it. 

With all of the ballots 
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counted early on Mon¬ 
day, the preliminary results 
showed that the party won 
more than 49 percent of 
the votes. It was project¬ 
ed to get 317 seats in the 
550-member parliament, 
restoring the party's single¬ 
party majority that it had 
lost in a June election. 
Turkish financial assets were 
buoyant Monday after the 
AKP’s victory as investors 
hoped it will bring an end 
to a long period of politi¬ 
cal uncertainty. The Turkish 
lira was one big beneficiary 
from the result, surging by 
5 percent or so on foreign 
exchange markets. 

“The whole world must 
show respect. So far I 
haven’t seen such a ma¬ 
turity from the world,” Er¬ 
dogan said after attending 
prayers at a mosque and 
visiting his parents’ graves. 

It was an apparent refer¬ 
ence to Western media's 
often critical coverage of 
AKP's policies in the past 
few years, including the rul¬ 
ing party's backsliding on 
democratic reforms and 
moves to muzzle critical 
voices. 

International election ob¬ 
servers on Monday noted 
that elections were free 
and peaceful but criticized 
media restrictions in the 
run-up to the vote, includ¬ 
ing the seizure by the gov¬ 
ernment of an opposition 
media company and crimi¬ 
nal investigations of journal¬ 
ists for allegedly supporting 
terrorism or defaming Er¬ 
dogan. The observers said 
the incidents of violence as 
well as physical attacks on 
party officials had hindered 
many of the contestants' 
ability to campaign freely. 
“Unfortunately we came 
to the conclusion that this 
campaign was unfair and 
was characterized by too 
much violence and by too 
much fear,” Andreas Gross, 
who headed a delegation 


of parliamentarians from 
the Council of Europe, told 
a news conference in An¬ 
kara. There were no allega¬ 
tions of large-scale fraud. 
Any hope that Erdogan 
would ease media repres¬ 
sion evaporated on Mon¬ 
day after a court ordered 
police to seize all copies of 
a weekly political maga¬ 
zine for suggesting on its 
front page that the after- 
math of the election would 
mark the start of a civil war 
in the country. Nokta mag¬ 
azine said on its website 
that its chief editor and a 
manager were expected 
to be questioned for alleg¬ 
edly inciting people to vio¬ 
lence. Erdogan had called 
for a new election after 
Prime Minister Ahmet Da- 
vutoglu failed to form a co¬ 
alition with any of the three 
opposition parties in parlia¬ 
ment after the June vote. 
Sunday’s election was held 
amid renewed violence 
and Erdogan and Davu- 
toglu argued that only a 
single-party majority could 
restore stability. 

Fighting between Turkey’s 
security forces and Kurd¬ 
ish rebels has left hundreds 
of people dead and shat¬ 
tered an already-fragile 
peace process. Two recent 
massive suicide bombings 
at pro-Kurdish gatherings 
that killed some 130 peo¬ 
ple, apparently carried out 
by an Islamic State group 
cell, also raised tensions. 
“The will of the people ... 
opted for stability,” Erdo¬ 
gan said. “The develop¬ 
ments in that short span of 
time made the people say: 
‘there is no way out other 
than stability.'" 

Most analysts had ex¬ 
pected AKP to fall short of 
a majority again, but the 
preliminary results suggest it 
picked up millions of votes 
at the expense of a nation¬ 
alist party and a pro-Kurd- 
ish party.□

JERUSALEM (AP) — A Pal¬ 
estinian stabbed and 
wounded a 70-year-old 
man in northern Israel be¬ 
fore being shot by officers, 
police said Monday just 
hours after another Pales¬ 
tinian knifed several peo¬ 
ple, including an 80-year- 
old woman, in a stabbing 
spree near Tel Aviv, the lat¬ 
est attacks in more than a 
month of violence. 

The attacks came after Is¬ 
raeli troops shot dead a 
Palestinian who they say 
tried to stab a soldier in the 
West Bank. 

A Palestinian stabbed and

Earlier, Israeli police said 
a Palestinian stabbed an 
80-year-old woman in the 
back on a street in Rishon 
Lezion near Tel Aviv Mon¬ 
day afternoon and then 
stabbed a man in the chest 
before continuing to run 
down the street and car¬ 
rying out another attack.

BEIRUT (AP) — Suspected 
Russian warplanes bombed 
the outskirts of Islamic State- 
held Palmyra on Monday, 
sending smoke rising out of 
an area that includes a his¬ 
toric castle overlooking the 
Syrian city's Roman ruins, 
activists said.

Activists: suspected Russian jets hit Syria’s Palmyra 
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Mystery, confusion surround Russian plane crash in Egypt

ST. PETERSBURG, Russia (AP) 

— Mystery and confusion 
surrounded the final mo¬ 
ments of a Russian jetliner 
that plummeted suddenly 
from high altitude to the 
Egyptian desert, killing all 
224 people aboard. The 
airline Monday ruled out pi¬ 
lot error or a technical fault, 
but Russian aviation offi¬ 
cials dismissed those com¬ 
ments as premature. 

Some aviation experts 
raised the possibility that a 
bomb on board the Metro- 
jet Airbus A321-200 brought 
it down, while others cited 
an incident in 2001 when 
the aircraft grazed the run¬ 
way with its tail while land¬ 
ing. 

James Clapper, the U.S. 
director of national intel¬ 
ligence, said that while 
there is no direct evidence 
of any terrorist involve¬ 
ment yet, it couldn't be ex¬ 
cluded that the plane was 
brought down by Islamic 
State extremists in the Sinai 
Peninsula. 

“It’s unlikely, but I wouldn't 
rule it out,” he told reporters 
in Washington. 

Asked if a terrorist at¬ 
tack could be ruled out. 
President Vladimir Putin's 
spokesman, Dmitry Peskov, 
said: “No versions could be 
excluded.” 

The Metrojet was flying at 
31,000 feet over the Sinai 
when it crashed Saturday 
only 23 minutes after tak¬ 
ing off from the Egyptian 
Red Sea resort of Sharm 
el-Sheikh for St. Petersburg 
with mostly Russian passen¬ 
gers. 

Metrojet firmly denied that 
the crash could have been 
caused by either equip¬ 
ment failure or crew error. 
“The only possible explana¬ 
tion could be an external 
impact on the airplane,” 
Metrojet's deputy director 


Alexander Smirnov told a 
news conference in Mos¬ 
cow. When pressed for 
more details, Smirnov said 
he was not at liberty to dis¬ 
cuss them because the in¬ 
vestigation was ongoing. 
Asked if the plane could 
have been brought down 
by a terrorist attack, he said 
only that “anything was 
possible.” 

But Russia’s top aviation of¬ 
ficial, Alexander Neradko, 
dismissed the company’s 
statement as premature 
and unfounded. 

In televised comments 
from Egypt, Neradko said 
it would be possible to 
draw conclusions about 
the crash only after experts 
examined the plane's flight 
data and cockpit voice 
recorders and studied the 
wreckage. 

He said the large area 
where debris were scat¬ 
tered indicated the jet had 
broken up at high altitude, 
but he refrained from cit¬ 
ing a reason for the crash 
pending the investigation. 
Viktor Yung, another dep¬ 
uty director general of Me¬ 
trojet, said the crew did not 
send a distress call and did 
not contact traffic control¬ 
lers before the crash. 
Egyptian officials have of¬ 
fered conflicting accounts 
on whether or not the plane 
issued any distress calls. 
Experts say planes break up 
in flight usually due to one 
of three factors: a cata¬ 
strophic weather event, a 
midair collision or an exter¬ 
nal threat, such as a bomb 
or a missile. 

A local affiliate of the ex¬ 
tremist Islamic State group 
has claimed it brought 
down the aircraft, which 
crashed in the northern 
Sinai where the Egyptian 
military and security forces 
have battled militants for 
years. Both Egyptian and 
Russian officials have dis¬ 
missed that claim as not 


credible. 

Still, the U.S., Germany and 
Britain all had overflight 
warnings in place for the Si¬ 
nai. They advised airlines to 
avoid flying over the penin¬ 
sula below 26,000 feet and 


to avoid the Sharm el-Sheik 
airport due to extremist vio¬ 
lence and, notably, the use 
of anti-aircraft weapons. 
British military analyst Paul 
Beaver said he thought 
the crash was most likely 
caused by a bomb on 
board, because the IS 
hasn't been known to pos¬ 
sess surface-to-air missile 
systems capable of striking 
passenger planes at cruis¬ 
ing altitude. 

“That’s a very serious piece 
of equipment, and I don’t 
think they have that so¬ 
phistication,” Beaver said, 
adding that the Sinai des¬ 
ert is well-scrutinized by in¬ 
telligence agencies, so a 
missile system would have 
been seen. 

Robert Galan, a French 
aviation expert, said Me- 
trojet’s claim of an “ex¬ 


ternal impact” pointed to 
two possibilities: a bomb or 
sabotage. 

“Either a bomb was placed 
during the stopover and 
programmed to explode 
after takeoff, or a mechan¬ 


ic sabotaged the plane,” 
he said. “These are the two 
most probable hypothe¬ 
ses.” 

Sabotage would require 
familiarity with the elec¬ 
trical or fuel systems of 
the A321-200, but hiding 
a bomb would need less 
knowledge, he added. 
Galan said an analysis of 
the plane's data and voice 
recorders — the “black 
boxes” — will not confirm 
either a bomb or sabotage, 
as it records only the pilots’ 
communications and tech¬ 
nical readings. But he said 
investigators could know 
within 48 hours whether a 
bomb downed the jet be¬ 
cause the debris would 
show traces of explosives. 
The plane's operator has 
a spotty safety record and 
was rebranded recently in 


the wake of another dead¬ 
ly accident. The airline, 
registered as Kogalymavia, 
changed its trade name 
to Metrojet after one of its 
Tu-154 jetliners caught fire 
in 2011 while taxiing before 


takeoff, killing three people 
and injuring more than 40 
others. 

The Airbus A321-200 that 
crashed Saturday was built 
more than 18 years ago 
and changed several op¬ 
erators before entering Me¬ 
trojet's fleet in 2012. 

One area investigators will 
look at closely is whether 
the tail separated from the 
rest of the plane in-flight 
as the result of damage 
caused by a previous inci¬ 
dent in which the tail struck 
the runway during a land¬ 
ing, said aviation safety 
consultant John Cox. Such 
“tail strikes” can cause ex¬ 
tensive damage to the 
aircraft's skin in the region 
located by behind the rear 
lavatories and galley.

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US, South Korea express concern at North Korean threats

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) 

— The U.S. and South Ko¬ 
rea expressed “grave con¬ 
cern” Monday over North 
Korea’s stated plan to con¬ 
duct a missile or nuclear 
test, but they announced 
no specific new steps to¬ 
ward giving South Korea 
control of its own forces in 
the event of a North Ko¬ 
rean attack. U.S. Defense 
Secretary Ash Carter said 
the two countries agreed 
that transfer of wartime 
control would happen 
after the South develops 
a stronger capability to 
counter the North's artillery 
force, among other steps. 
No timeline or further de¬ 
tails were made public and 
other officials said specifics 
would be kept secret. 
Carter called North Korea 
an “up-close, dangerous 
and continuing threat.” 
Carter appeared at a 
news conference with his 
South Korean counterpart, 
Han Min-koo, who said his 
country would not tolerate 
further military provoca¬ 
tions by the North. In a joint 
written statement issued af¬ 
ter closed-door meetings, 
they condemned North 
Korea's recently expressed 
intent to conduct a long- 
range missile launch or 
nuclear test. Previous mis¬ 
sile and nuclear tests have 
partly explained South Ko¬ 
rea’s desire to prolong the 
period of U.S. wartime con¬ 
trol of South Korean forces. 
In the statement. Carter 
and Han said further nu¬ 
clear or missile tests by the 
North give them “grave 
concern, and they called 
on Pyongyang to “cease 
all activities related to its 
nuclear programs imme¬ 
diately,” including opera¬ 
tion of a nuclear reactor at 
Yongbyon, and to “aban¬ 
don all nuclear weapons" 
it already has built. 


“In the face of increasing 
threats, especially in the 
form of nuclear and mis¬ 
sile threats from North Ko¬ 
rea, we also agreed that 
the alliance needs to work 
in various ways to coop¬ 
erate and to rise against 
and respond against these 
threats,” the South Korean 
defense minister, Han, said 
at the outset of the annual 
security consultations. 
Carter said the alliance 
“has never been stron¬ 
ger,” and he called the 
American commitment to 
South Korea “iron-clad.” 
Afterward he flew to Kuala 
Lumpur, Malaysia, for three 
days of talks with Malaysian 
and other Southeast Asian 
defense officials. Also par¬ 
ticipating in the Seoul talks 
were the new chairman of 
the U.S. Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
Marine Gen. Joseph Dun- 
ford, and the commander 
of U.S. Pacific Command, 
Adm. Harry Harris. Dun- 
ford also was planning to 
visit the heavily guarded 
buffer zone separating 
North and South Korea. 
Harris was scheduled to 
fly to Beijing for his first visit 
to China as commander of 
Pacific forces. The issue of 
returning wartime control 
of South Korean forces is 
highly sensitive. The South 
Koreans want it as a mat¬ 
ter of national pride, but 
some fear it will change the 
U.S.-South Korean military 
and political relationship in 
ways that could leave the 
South more vulnerable to 
the North. The South Kore¬ 
ans have had peacetime 
control of their forces since 
1994. The U.S. assumed full 
control of South Korean 
forces during the 1950-53 
Korean War and has kept 
a sizeable U.S. troop pres¬ 
ence here ever since to re¬ 
build South Korean forces, 
to demonstrate U.S. resolve 
and to deter another North 
Korean invasion. □

Cuba and US firm 
sign agreement on 
telecom roaming 

LA HABANA (AP) — Cuba’s 

state telecommunica¬ 
tions company and U.S. 
firm Sprint have signed an 
agreement for cellphone 
roaming service, the first 
direct deal of its kind be¬ 
tween phone companies in 
both countries. The agree¬ 
ment was announced 
Monday at the Internation¬ 
al Fair of Havana, which 
this year features about 
900 companies, a third of 
them Cuban. About 70 
countries are represent¬ 
ed, including the United 
States, with some 20 firms. 
The agreement will allow 
Sprint subscribers visiting 
Cuba to send and receive 
calls and text messages 
directly through the state 
company Etecsa, which 
has the monopoly for tele¬ 
communications service 
on the island. Verizon in 
September began offering 
the first cellphone roaming 
service in Cuba through 
the firm’s Pay-As-You-Go 
International travel option. 
But the service is through 
third companies, not di¬ 
rectly through Etecsa. 

Puerto Rico official 
dies in crash; health 
condition probed 

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico 
(AP) — A Puerto Rico leg¬ 
islator who was injured in a 
car crash died on Monday 
morning, and authorities 
said they were investigat¬ 
ing whether he had a med¬ 
ical condition that contrib¬ 
uted to his death. Police 
said Rep. Carlos Vargas 
Ferrer hit a newspaper ven¬ 
dor after he lost control of 
his car early Monday, fhen 
crashed info a lighf pole in 
fhe San Juan suburb of Rio 
Piedras. Dr. Israel Ayala, a 
spokesman for fhe hospi¬ 
tal where Vargas was de¬ 
clared dead, told reporters 
they were performing oth¬ 
er tests to determine how 
he died because his injuries 
from the crash alone were 
not severe enough to kill

Experts Emphasize Integration’s Potential as a Driver of Development 



-During a seminar at 
ECLAC, the lessons and 
challenges of the integra¬ 
tion process carried out in 
Central America were ad¬ 
dressed.

Integration is a basic com¬ 
ponent of productive trans¬ 
formation and of strategies 
for growth with equality, as 
well as a necessary instru¬ 
ment to promote countries’ 
development, authorities 
and experts from various 
nations agreed while gath¬ 
ered at the headquarters 
of the Economic Commis¬ 
sion for Latin America and 
the Caribbean (ECLAC) in 
Santiago, Chile, during a 
high-level seminar. 

At the gathering entitled 


“The Potential of the Cen¬ 
tral American Integra¬ 
tion System (SICA) in Latin 
America and the Caribbe¬ 
an,” participants analyzed 
the lessons and challenges 
that the Central American 
integration experience has 
provided to the rest of the 
Latin American and Carib¬ 
bean region. 

The seminar was inaugurat¬ 
ed by Hugo Beteta, Direc¬ 
tor of ECLAC's Subregional 
Headquarters in Mexico, 
who welcomed those in 
attendance on behalf of 
the institution’s Executive 
Secretary, Alicia Barcena. 
Also present at the open¬ 
ing session were Vinicio 
Cerezo, former President of 
Guatemala and President 
of the Esquipulas Founda¬ 
tion; Victor Manuel Valle, El 
Salvador’s Ambassador to 
Chile in its role as holder of 
the SICA pro tempore presi¬ 
dency; and Alberto Cortes, 
Director for Costa Rica of 
the Central American Bank 


for Economic Integration 
(CABEI). 

In his speech, Hugo Beteta 
presented an overview of 
the current economic and 
social situation in Central 
America, which is marked 
by vulnerability to external 
shocks. He reminded that 
even though 4% growth is 
expected for this year, the 
social challenges continue 
to be imposing, consider¬ 
ing that one in every two 
Central Americans is poor 
and one in every four is in¬ 
digent. “Integration must 
have a substantial role if we 
want the region to have its 
own voice on the world 
stage. In that sense, the 
road traversed by Central 
America offers very impor¬ 
tant lessons,” Beteta said. 
Ambassador Valle made 
a presentation in which 
he reviewed the main 
milestones of the Central 
American integration pro¬ 
cess, which culminated in 
the creation of the SICA 


in 1991. With 56 million in¬ 
habitants in its eight mem¬ 
ber countries, the SICA has 
become a strategic con¬ 
tact point with other blocs, 
such as the Organization of 
American States (OAS) and 
the Caribbean Community 
(CARICOM), among others, 
he highlighted. 

Alberto Cortes stressed the 
importance of the environ¬ 
mental variable in all Cen¬ 
tral American projects and 
enumerated the challeng¬ 
es that must be addressed, 
such as the weakening of 
the public sector and of the 
State’s regulatory capacity 
as well as problems related 
to transparency, corruption 
and safety that recently 
surfaced and have under¬ 
mined the credibility of in¬ 
stitutions. 

“This is a critical time to re¬ 
think what can be done 
with integration so that it 
truly fuels economic growth 
in the region,” the CABEI 
representative stated. 


In his speech, former Gua¬ 
temalan President Vinicio 
Cerezo explained how the 
Central American peace 
process allowed for a re¬ 
gional political decision— 
“to put an end to the do¬ 
mestic armed conflict”— 
transformed into a relevant 
institution for all of Central 
America’s inhabitants: the 
SICA. In this sense, the Es¬ 
quipulas Agreements pro¬ 
vide important lessons for 
the whole region, he said. 
“The story of the end of do¬ 
mestic armed conflicts in 
Central America is a good 
example of how integra¬ 
tion can work. We have 
legal and representative 
institutions, and a develop¬ 
ment bank. All of this could 
constitute a new develop¬ 
ment model for the region 
(...) The potential that we 
Latin Americans have in 
terms of taking action to¬ 
gether is truly impressive," 
Cerezo said. More informa¬

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NASCAR needs 
consistency to 
quell ‘Wild West’

CHARLOTTE, N.C. (AP) 

- When Matt Kenseth 
steered Joey Logano into 
the wall, the crowd roared 
its approval as a veteran 
driver delivered old-school 
payback. The thunderous 
ovation continued at ev¬ 
ery replay. This is NASCAR’s 
version of the “wild West,” 
as one driver put it, and 
it is riddled with inconsis¬ 
tencies. Three races ago, 
Joey Logano wrecked 
Matt Kenseth, ending his 
title hopes, and NASCAR 
chalked it up as “quintes¬ 
sential” racing. Then de¬ 
fending champion Kevin 
Harvick sparked a wreck 
at Talladega that kept his 
repeat bid alive.

On Sunday, Kenseth deliv¬ 
ered a serious blow to Lo- 
gano's run toward a cham¬ 
pionship by pile-driving him 
into the wall at Martinsville. 
NASCAR officials? They will 
probably punish Kenseth 
harshly- and that puts them 
on a very slippery slope. 

It was NASCAR that ush¬ 
ered in this “Boys, have 
at it” era, and it was NAS¬ 
CAR that didn’t park Jeff 
Gordon in 2012 when 
he deliberately wrecked 
championship contender 
Clint Bowyer. With Logano 
now last in the eight-driver 
Chase field with two races 
remaining to qualify for the 
finale, why should it be any 
different for Kenseth? 
“What Matt Kenseth did 
was so far beyond the 
‘Boys, have at it’ excuse 
that it doesn’t belong in the 
same conversation,” Fox 
analyst Larry McReynolds 
said Monday. “If NASCAR 
doesn’t drop the hammer 
hard on him, shame on 
them.”

Duffy Waldorf wins Champions Tour’s Toshiba Classic

NEWPORT BEACH, Calif. 
(AP) — Duffy Waldorf won 
the Toshiba Classic on Sun¬ 
day for his first Champions 
Tour title, birdieing the final 
hole for a 5-under 66 and a 
two-stroke victory. 

A day after matching the 
Newport Beach Country 
Club record with an 11-un¬ 
der 60, the 53-year-old for¬ 
mer UCLA player had 10 
birdies, five bogeys and 
only three pars in the fi¬ 
nal round. “If you wanted 
to sum up my day, birdie- 
bogey-birdie, although I 
didn't do it in that order, 
but I had two birdies to one 
bogey, I think, the whole 
day,” Waldorf said. “Way 
more nervous today be¬ 


cause yesterday I was real¬ 
ly right in the zone.... Today 
I was jumpy.” 

Waldorf finished with a 
tournament-record 20-un- 
der 193 total. He earned 
$270,000 to jump from 30th 
to 19th on the money list 
with $822,896 and easily 
qualify for the season-end¬ 
ing Charles Schwab Cup 
Championship. The top 
30 advanced to play next 
week at Desert Mountain in 
Scottsdale, Arizona. 

The four-time PGA Tour win¬ 
ner was making his 73rd 
start on the 50-and-over 
tour. The victory was his first 
in 292 events since the PGA 
Tour's 2000 event at Walt 
Disney World Resort. 

“I felt like when I came out 
here I was playing well,” 


Waldorf said about the 
Champions Tour. “I strug¬ 
gled a bit, but it's been 
trending upward the last 
couple of months. I’ve had 
two good rounds a lot. This 
week I had three.” 

Waldorf had 26 birdies to 
tie the tour record for a 
54-hole event set by Loren 
Roberts in 2006 on Hawaii 
and matched by Fred Cou¬ 
ples in the 2011 in San Anto¬ 
nio. Waldorf broke the tour¬ 
nament record of 19 under 
set by Jay Haas in 2007 and 
matched by David Frost in 
2011. Joe Durant finished 
second, eagling the 18th 
for a 62. He teamed with 
Billy Andrade to win the 
Bass Pro Shops Legends 
of Golf this year, but is win¬ 
less as an individual on the 


senior tour. 

“It’s very competitive out 
here,” Durant said. “All the 
guys have won so there’s 
not a lot of backing up out 
here. It's pedal to the met¬ 
al.” Kevin Sutherland was 
third at 17 under after a 65. 
Paul Goydos (66) followed 
at 15 under, and 2010 and 
2014 winner Couples (69) 
was another stroke back 
along with Kenny Perry (68). 
Waldorf birdied the first two 
holes, bogeyed Nos. 4-6 
and birdied Nos. 7-10. 

“I started great and then 
gave myself problems,” 
Waldorf said. “I was get¬ 
ting pars before, but today 
I got bogeys. I hit a good 
drive on seven and made 
the putt and did the same 
thing on No. 8.” 


He birdied 13, bogeyed 14, 
birdied 15 and 16, saved 
bogey with a tricky down¬ 
hill 8-footer on the par-3 
17th and closed with an 
8-foot birdie putt on the 
par-5 18th. 

“I lost some momentum on 
14,” Waldorf said. “But for¬ 
tunately I got it back.” 
Stephen Ames was the only 
player to move into the top 
30 on the money list. He 
tied for ninth at 12 under 
after a 67 to earn $41,700 
and jump from 31st to 30th 
with $561,427. Miguel Angel 
Jimenez, the Spanish star 
who still plays the European 
Tour, dropped from 29th 
to 31st — $6,861 behind 
Ames. Jimenez played on 
six events this year on the

The jersey that Eric Hosmer 
wore in the decisive game 
of the World Series is head¬ 
ed to the Hall of Fame. So 
is the glove Salvador Perez 
used, the spikes Lorenzo 
Cain laced up and the 
bat that third baseman 
Mike Moustakas took to the 
plate. 

Maybe they ought to ask 
for the goal posts from the 
University of Kansas. 

Those were torn down in¬ 
side Memorial Stadium in 
the wee hours Monday 
morning, shortly after the 
Royals beat the New York 
Mets to win their first cham¬ 
pionship in three decades. 
Thousands of fans shot off 
fireworks, stormed sporting 
goods to buy the latest ap¬ 
parel, and spent the night 
partying as if it was New 
Year’s Eve in downtown 
Kansas City. 

“Our fan base and our 
team share a real special 
bond," Hosmer said. “That's 
grown throughout the 
whole entire world, I think, 
as the fans have watched 
us compete throughout this 
postseason.” 

Indeed, the Royals made 
plenty of new fans with 
their scrappy, fight-to-the- 
last-out style. 

President Barack Obama 
called manager Ned Yost 
on Monday and said the 
team was fun to watch and 
made Royals fans proud, 
according to White House 
spokesman Josh Earnest, a 
Kansas City native. 

They won 95 games dur¬ 
ing the regular season and 
earned home-field advan¬ 
tage throughout the play¬ 
offs. But they never seemed 
to be the favorites - not 
against the plucky Astros, 
the powerful Blue Jays or 
against the hard-throwing 
Mets’ starting rotation.

“I think the resiliency of this 
team and the way we can 
come back and the way 
we just count ourselves in 
every single game, I think 
it makes for a fun team to 
watch,” Hosmer explained. 
“It’s definitely a fun team to 
play for.” 

That resiliency was evident 
throughout their October 
ride. 

In the Division Series, they 
trailed the Astros by four 
runs in a game that could 
have ended their season, 
then rallied to win the se¬ 
ries. They kept fighting back 
when the Blue Jays kept 
pounding home runs, even¬ 
tually winning their second 
straight AL championship. 

It was in the World Series 
that they really shined, 
though. 

The Royals trailed in all 
five games against the 
Mets, winning three times 
when they were down in 
the eighth inning or later - 
something no team had 
ever accomplished. In the 
decider, the Royals be¬ 
came the first team since 


the 1939 Yankees to trail 
by two runs in the ninth in¬ 
ning or later of a potential 
clinching game and some¬ 
how rally to victory. 

All told, Kansas City trailed 
by at least two runs in seven 
of its 11 playoff wins. 

“The way guys played all 
season,” Cain said, “the 
way guys stepped up even 
though we were down the 
entire game, it was a huge 
team effort.” 

Now, that team that 
formed such a bond with 
its city the past two seasons 
will get to revel in a cham¬ 
pionship together. Their 
victory parade is Tuesday 
in downtown Kansas City, 
a route that will take the 
entire entourage about 2 
miles to historic Union Sta¬ 
tion. 

The victory rally at the base 
of the National World War 
I Memorial will begin when 
the parade arrives, and 
thousands of fans lining the 
parade route are expect¬ 
ed to converge there. 

“It's a dream come true, 
not just for the players, but 
the staff, for fhe front office, 


for most importantly, the 
fans of Kansas City,” out¬ 
fielder Jarrod Dyson said. 
“It's been a long time since 
Kansas City raised a trophy 
like that and I’m just happy 
to be a part of it.” 

Long time, indeed. 

The Royals were once one 
of baseball’s model fran¬ 
chises, but the 1990s and 
2000s were marked by 
historic ineptitude: Nine 
straight losing seasons 
(twice), three straight 100- 
loss years, token All-Stars 
chosen for the Midsummer 
Classic simply because ev¬ 
ery club needed to be rep¬ 
resented. 

Everything started to 
change when general 
manager Dayton Moore 
arrived, though. It picked 
up steam when Ned Yost 
took over as manager, 
and a core bunch of play¬ 
ers - Hosmer, third base- 
man Mike Moustakas and 
others - finally made it to 
the big leagues. The final 
pieces were added at this 
year's trade deadline, with 
the arrival of pitcher John¬ 
ny Cueto and the versatile 


Ben Zobrist. 

All those years of losing were 
suddenly a distant memory. 
So was last season's World 
Series heartbreak against 
San Francisco. The Royals 
and their fans believed that 
they could not only win the 
final game of their season, 
they almost seemed to ex¬ 
pect it. 

So when the final out was 
made at Citi Field, and 
the Royals streamed out of 
their dugout to celebrate a 
championship, it was hard¬ 
ly a surprise that their fans 
joined in the party. 

Even the ones that decid¬ 
ed to tear down some goal 
posts. 

“We just believe. We be¬ 
lieve in each other, you 
believe in the guy next to 
you,” Hosmer said, “and 
you realize you don’t have 
to do it all by yourself, you 
just do your part and we 
got a chance of winning 
ballgames. It's something 
we’ve all believed in, it’s 
something we all bought 
into since day one and 
that's why we’re world 
champions.”□

Mavericks win 103-93 to keep Lakers winless 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Dirk 
Nowitzki scored 25 points 
and the Dallas Mavericks 
held off a late rally by the 
winless Los Angeles Lakers 
for a 103-93 victory on Sun¬ 
day night.

Playoffs? Why not say the 
rapidly improving Raiders

ALAMEDA, California (AP) 

— Charles Woodson was 
sick of hearing the talk 
about how the Oakland 
Raiders were finally com¬ 
petitive again after years of 
being overmatched. 
Woodson has his eyes set 
on a much higher target: 
the NFL playoffs. 

What might have seemed 
farfetched when Oakland 
lost a lopsided season¬ 
opening game to Cincin¬ 
nati in September is now a 
distinct possibility after the 
Raiders put together their 
second straight complete 
performance, beating the 
New York Jets 34-20 on Sun¬ 
day. 

“I don’t like being the un¬ 
derdog,” Woodson said. 
“I want to be expected to 
win games." 

“Yeah, it’s a little prema¬ 


ture to be thinking that far 
ahead, playoff-wise," he 
added, “but there's no 
reason you can’t think of 
yourself as a playoff team." 
Woodson is a big reason 
why. The 39-year-old is 
showing no signs of slowing 
down. His league-leading 
fifth interception helped 
the Raiders (4-3) beat the 
Jets (4-3) to become one 
of five AFC teams with win¬ 
ning records. 

Oakland plays another 
playoff contender this 
week when the Raiders 
travel to Pittsburgh (4-4). A 
win would keep Oakland 
atop the AFC wild-card 
playoff race with wins over 
two of their closest com¬ 
petitors in the Steelers and 
Jets. What a difference a 
year makes. 

At this point last year, the 
Raiders were 0-8 and on 
their way to 10 straight 


losses to open the season 
and 16 in a row overall. But 
with a new mindset instilled 
by Jack Del Rio’s coach¬ 
ing staff, a potenf offense 
led by emerging star quar¬ 
terback Derek Carr and 
an improved defense an¬ 
chored by Woodson and 
Khalil Mack, the Raiders are 
in their best position since 
going to the Super Bowl in 
2002. 

Now, instead of fhe ques¬ 
tions about whether the 
Raiders would even win 
a game, the focus is on 
whether Oakland needs 
to guard against overcon¬ 
fidence.

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Djokovic wants to cap ‘best season’ in style in Paris

PARIS (AP) — Novak 
Djokovic wants to finish 
“the best season I’ve ever 
had” in the perfect way by 
successfully defending his 
titles at the Paris Masters 
and season-ending ATP fi¬ 
nals. 

The 28-year-old Serb’s list of 
highlights for 2015 already 
includes winning nine tour¬ 
naments, beating a resur¬ 
gent Roger Federer in the 
U.S. Open final for his 10th 
Grand Slam title, and dis¬ 
mantling Rafael Nadal in 
the French Open quarter¬ 
finals. 

Just like in 2011, he has won 
every major of the year ex¬ 
cept for the French Open, 
posting a 73-5 record. 

If he wins in Paris next week 
and then in London for 
the fourth straight year, 
Djokovic will have 59 ca¬ 
reer titles, eight fewer than 
Nadal. But Federer, who 
beat Nadal in the final of 
the Swiss Indoors on Sun¬ 
day, is some way ahead of 
them with 88. 

Djokovic has a bye into 


the second round in 
Paris, where he faces ei¬ 
ther Philipp Kohlschreiber 
of Germany or Brazilian 
Thomaz Bellucci for his 79th 
match of an exhausting 
season. 

Fie has no intention of eas¬ 


ing up, if only out of respect 
for the fans. 

“If I don't do as well the last 
two tournaments of course 
it wouldn't ruin my season, 
because I still think it’s the 
best season I've ever had,” 
Djokovic said Sunday. “As 


the No. 1 in the world and 
defending champion there 
is an extra responsibility to 
do well. People watch you 
play, pay for their tickets.... 

I love this sport and I have 
lots of passion to play it." 
Djokovic’s insatiable drive 
to keep going even when 
the body is crying out for 
rest keeps him focused. 

“It has a lot to do with your 
mindset. In terms of the 
mental part it's just being 
able to find new ways of 
motivating yourself," he 
said. “What allows me to 
play well consistently in 
these parts of the season 
is that, when the Grand 
Slams are over, I still val¬ 
ue the Masters events. It 
doesn’t make too much 
difference to me stepping 
on the court for a Grand 
Slam final or the Paris Bercy 
final.” 

Surpassing his astonishing 
form from 2011, where he 
beat Nadal in six finals and 
won a career-high 10 titles, 
takes some doing. 

“Winning something like 
40-plus matches in a row is 
something I don’t know I'll 


be able to repeat... but this 
year out of 14 fournamenfs 
I’ve played in 13 finals. It's 
an unbelievable season," 
he said. “I feel more bal¬ 
anced in my professional 
and private life being a 
father and a husband. It 
all makes more sense and 
I feel more fulfilled, more 
mentally and emotionally 
stable.” Second-seeded 
Andy Murray is one of the 
few to have beaten him 
this year, and the Briton's 
second-round opponent 
will be 18-year-old Borna 
Coric of Croatia — a rising 
star — or Spaniard Fernan¬ 
do Verdasco. 

Federer, the 2011 winner, 
and Nadal — who has nev¬ 
er won the tournament — 
are also competing. 

With six titles this year, Fe¬ 
derer poses perhaps the 
biggest threat. 

The 34-year-old Swiss star 
withstood Nadal’s come¬ 
back to win 6-3, 5-7, 6-3 
on Sunday and end a five- 
match losing streak against 
the Spaniard, whose three 
titles so far is his equal-low¬ 
est since 2004. □

Sure, Kenseth’s act had 
massive playoff implica¬ 
tions for Logano. He had 
been carrying the grudge 
for fwo weeks and ev¬ 
eryone expected him to 
act. It's how the game is 
played, Kenseth lives by a 
driver code and he said 
he’d have lost respect in 
the garage had he not re¬ 
taliated. 

“Growing up, Terry Labon- 
te, Ricky Rudd, those are 
guys you just did not mess 
with because you knew 
they would retaliate. Matt 
Kenseth is in that same 
category," said former 
teammate Jamie McMur- 
ray. “Matt races everyone 
fair and he races hard. If 
he thinks that there could 
have been better deci¬ 
sions made (by Logano), 
then so be it.” 

Then so be it, too, for Dan- 
ica Patrick. She chased 
David Gilliland up the track 
Sunday to wreck him as 
payback for an earlier in¬ 
cident.

Yet no one is calling for Pat¬ 
rick to be suspended, and 
few seem even the least 
bit bothered by her act.

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Space station marks 15 years of nonstop human presence

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
(AP) — Humankind marked 
an off-the-planet pinnacle 
Monday: the 15th anni¬ 
versary of continuous resi¬ 
dency at the International 
Space Station. 

NASA and its global part¬ 
ners celebrated the mile¬ 
stone, as did the six astro¬ 
nauts on board. The U.S., 
Russian and Japanese 
spacemen planned a spe¬ 
cial dinner 250 miles up. 
Commander Scott Kelly, 
seven months into a year¬ 
long mission, said the big¬ 
gest benefit of fhe orbiting 
lab is furthering long-term 
exploration goals deeper 
into space. 

“The space station really is 
a bridge. It’s a test bed for 
the technologies that we 
need to develop and un¬ 
derstand in order to have 
a successful trip to Mars," 
American astronaut Kjell 
Lindgren noted during a 
news conference. 

Since the first permanent 
crew moved in on Nov. 
2, 2000, 220 people have 
come and gone, repre¬ 
senting 17 countries. 

The United States is in the 
lead because of all the 
space shuttle flights that 
were needed to deliver 
station pieces; Russia is in 
second place, and Cana¬ 
da and Japan tied for third. 
At least one American and 
one Russian have been on 
board at all times. 

More than 26,500 meals 
have been dished up, ac¬ 
cording to NASA, and the 
complex has grown from 
three to 13 rooms since 
2000. The current structure 
has a mass of nearly 1 mil¬ 
lion pounds and as much 
pressurized volume as a 
Boeing 747. 

The most important experi¬ 
ment, Kelly said, is about 
keeping humans alive in 
space. His one-year mis¬ 


sion with Russian Mikhail 
Kornienko, due to end in 
March, includes 400 experi¬ 
ments, many of them med¬ 
ical. Americans have never 
spent this long in space; 
the Russians have, but it 
was decades ago on the 
former Mir station. 

NASA puts the number of 
experiments at this space 
station, over the years, at 
more than 1,760. At the 
same time, there have 
been 189 spacewalks to 
build and maintain the 
outpost since construction 
began in 1998; No. 190 will 
occur Friday when Kelly 
and Lindgren venture out 
for the second time in 1 Vs 
weeks. 

As the space station ages, 
more maintenance will be 
required. NASA hopes to 
keep the complex running 
until 2024. 

NASA Administrator Charles 
Bolden called Monday's 
milestone “a remarkable 
moment 5,478 days in the 
making." 

“It has taught us about 
what’s possible when tens 
of thousands of people 
across 15 countries collab¬ 
orate to advance shared 
goals,” Bolden said in a 
statement. 

One sticking point, one to 
two decades ago, was a 
name for the place other 
than International Space 
Station — ISS in NASA short¬ 
hand. 

The original inhabitants — 
American Bill Shepherd and 
Russians Sergei Krikalev and 
Yuri Gidzenko — christened 
their high-flying home Al¬ 
pha when they arrived, but 
the name didn’t last. Kelly 
remembers wishing back 
then that the space station 
had a real name, but the 
various countries couldn't 
agree on one. 

“Now, it’s the ‘space sta¬ 
tion’ to me and I think it’s 
a great name,” Kelly told 
reporters. “The name ‘Inter¬ 


national Space Station' re¬ 
ally represents what it is. So 
in some ways, maybe it’s a 
better name.” 

As for day-to-day life, Jap¬

U.S. to add automatic braking

U.S. government is adding 
automatic braking to its 
five-star safety rating sys¬ 
tem designed to help con¬ 
sumers identify the most 
important safety technolo¬ 
gies to look for in new cars. 
The National Highway Traf¬ 
fic Safety Administration 


said automatic braking 
will be added to the rat¬ 
ings beginning with 2018 
model cars. The agency 
announced in September 
that it had reached vol¬ 
untary agreements with 
10 automakers to include 
the technology as stan¬ 
dard in new cars, but of¬ 
fered no timeline. 

The systems use sensors to 


warn of an imminent colli¬ 
sion and, if fhe driver does 
not apply the brakes, en¬ 
gage the brakes automati¬ 
cally.

Bristol-Myers buys 
heart drug maker 
Cardioxyl for $2.1 B

TRENTON, N.J. (AP) — Bris¬ 
tol-Myers Squibb Co. is 
acquiring a private bio¬ 
tech company develop¬ 
ing a medicine for one of 
the most common cause 
of hospitalizations in se¬ 
nior citizens, in a deal that 
could be worth up to $2.1 
billion. 

New York-based Bristol- 
Myers, which makes drugs 
for hepatitis C, cancer and 
heart attack prevention, 
said Monday that it could 
close its deal to acquire 
Cardioxyl Pharmaceuticals 
Inc. by year's end. 
Cardioxyl, based in Cha¬ 
pel Hill, North Carolina, de¬ 
velops drugs that release 
a molecule called nitroxyl, 
which improves the func¬ 
tion of heart muscle and 
blood vessels. 

Its lead drug, CXL-1427, is 
in mid-stage patient test¬ 
ing as an intravenous 
treatment for acute heart 
failure. That’s a condition 
in which the heart quickly 
loses its ability to pump 
enough blood, and with 
it oxygen, through the 
body. That causes symp¬ 
toms including wheezing, 
shortness of breath, fluid 
buildup in the extremities, 
fatigue and confusion. 
Francis Cuss, Bristol-Myers’ 
chief scientific officer, said 
Cardioxyl's drug “has the 
potential to change the 
course of the disease rath¬ 
er than simply treating the 
symptoms." 

About 5.7 million Ameri¬ 
cans, mostly over age 65, 
suffer with heart failure, ac¬ 
cording fo fhe American 
Hearf Associafion. 

If can develop suddenly, 
as in acufe hearf failure, 
or slowly over time as the 
heart pumps less and less 
blood, which is called 
congestive heart failure or 
chronic heart failure. Usual¬ 
ly the heart's main pump¬ 
ing chamber, the left ven¬ 
tricle, becomes enlarged 
due to the condition, fur¬ 
ther reducing the amount 
of blood it can pump. 

In early patient testing, 
CXL-1427 was shown to im¬ 
prove how the heart mus¬ 
cle contracts and relaxes 
without increasing heart 
rate or demand for oxy¬ 
gen. □

bundled into the unit.

TreeHouse Foods, which 
already focuses on store- 
brand food products. 


said it expects the newly 
acquired operations to 
boost its annual sales to 
nearly $7 billion. 

It will also boost the 
company’s employee base 
to more than 16,000 people 
and give it a total of more 
than 50 manufacturing 
facilities. The deal comes 
one month after ConAgra 
said it will cut 1,500 jobs, 
or about 30 percent of its 


office-based workforce, 
and move ifs headquarters 
to Chicago from Omaha, 
Nebraska. The restructuring 
moves are part of the 
company’s plan to make 
the company leaner and 
develop products to meet 
changing consumer tastes 
as people seem to seek 
out less processed and 
healthier foods.

HSBC may defer decision on moving HQ from London

LONDON (AP) — HSBC, 
Europe's largest bank by 
market value, may defer 
into next year a decision 
on whether to move 
its headquarters out of 
London, with management 
conceding Monday they 
might need more time to 
assess whether relocating 
to Asia would make sense 
in the long term. 

The bank has been steadily 
shifting its center of gravity 
toward the fast-growing 
Asian economies — on 
Monday it announced 
a new joint venture in 
China’s booming Pearl 
River Delta region. But 
Chairman Douglas Flint 
stressed no decision has 
been made on whether to 
return HSBC's domicile to 
the region where it began 
150 years ago. 

“We're part way through 
and if we need to take 
longer we will," Flint told 


reporters on a conference 
call. After being hit by 
a series of regulatory 
crackdowns and fines in 
Europe and fhe U.S., the 
bank is carrying out a 
sweeping reorganization to 
shift focus to Asia, where it 
expects a rapidly growing 
class of newly wealthy 
people to drive profit. 
The region accounted for 
about two thirds of the 
bank's profit for the first 
nine months of 2015, even 
though it's home to only 
a third of its staff. Pre-tax 
profit jumped by a third in 
the latest quarter as it paid 
out less in fines, settlements 
and British customer 
compensation ordered by 
regulators. The bank posted 
$6.1 billion in profit for the 
July-September period, 
up 32 percent from a year 
earlier. Revenue slipped

Nissan reports 38 percent rise in profit, raises forecasts

TOKYO (AP) — Nissan’s 
profif for the July-Septem¬ 
ber quarter zoomed 38 
percent higher on healthy 
sales in China, the U.S. and 
Europe, prompting the au¬ 
tomaker to raise its full-year 
projections. 

Yokohama, Japan-based 
Nissan Motor Co. reported 
Monday a fiscal second 
quarfer profit of 172.8 billion 
yen ($1.4 billion), up from 
124.9 billion yen fhe year 
before. 

Quarterly sales at the auto¬ 


maker allied with Renault 
SA of France rose 13 per¬ 
cent to 3.034 trillion yen 
($25.2 billion). 

Nissan now expects a 535 
billion yen ($4.4 billion) prof¬ 
it tor the full year through 
March 2016, which would 
be an increase of nearly 
17 percent from the previ¬ 
ous year. It credited strong 
sales, cost cuts and a favor¬ 
able exchange rafe. The 
maker of the Leaf electric 
car and Infiniti luxury mod¬ 
els had earlier expected a 
485 billion yen ($4 billion) 
profit for the fiscal year. 


“We are increasing our fi¬ 
nancial forecast for the 
full year as our product of¬ 
fensive, our continued fi¬ 
nancial discipline and the 
ongoing benefits of our al¬ 
liance strategy is delivering 
better-than-expected re¬ 
sults,” said Nissan Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive Carlos Ghosn, who 
also heads Renault. 

Ghosn said the strong over¬ 
seas markets compensat¬ 
ed for sales losses in Japan, 
which has been stagnating 
for years. Nissan has recent¬ 
ly shown its advances in 
developing the self-driving 


car. It’s also a world lead¬ 
er in electric vehicles, with 
cumulative global sales of 
200,000 for its Leaf electric 
car. The self-driving tech¬ 
nology, still in its experimen¬ 
tal stages and not yet tor 
commercial use, is being 
packed in the Leaf as well. 
Such cutting-edge tech¬ 
nology doesn’t contribute 
much to vehicle sales in its 
early phases but is a boon 
to Nissan's image. 

Among the hit models 
Nissan has had in recent 
months are the Altima se¬ 
dan and Rogue sport-utility 


vehicle in North America, 
and the X-trail and Qashqai 
SUV models in Europe. 
Nissan expects to sell 5.5 
million vehicles for the fiscal 
year, up 3.4 percent from 
the previous year.

The incident occurred in 
Cairo in 2001. Metrojet said 
the jet underwent factory 
repairs and was safe to fly. 
Cox said monthly main¬ 
tenance checks typically 
can't spot a return of dam¬ 
age from a tail strike be¬ 
cause the cracks are inside 
the plane in an area that’s 
not normally accessible 
during visual inspections. 
Instead, tail strike re¬ 
pairs are examined dur¬ 
ing heavy maintenance 
checks that typically take 
place about every four to 
five years, he said. Parts of 
the plane are disassem¬ 
bled so that inspectors can 
see inside. The plane's skin 
is checked for cracks using 
a device that employs low 
voltage electricity or spe¬ 
cial dye. 

“That’s a very complex 
repair and it requires very 
special expertise,” said 
Cox, a former airline pilot 
and accident investigator. 
Investigators will “look not 
only at whether the repair 
done properly, but were 
the inspections of the re¬ 
pair done on a regular ba¬ 
sis during the normal heavy 
maintenance checks.” 

If damage from a tail strike 
returned, it would be in 
form of small cracks that 
grow larger with the nor¬ 
mal stresses of repeated 
pressurization and depres¬ 
surization. 

In 2002, China Airlines Flight 
611 disintegrated in midair 
while flying from Taiwan to 
Hong Kong, killing all 225 
people aboard. Accident 
investigators cited metal 
fatigue caused by inad¬ 
equate maintenance after 
an earlier tail strike as the 
probable cause of the ac¬ 
cident.

aviation experts from Rus¬ 
sia and Egypt searched 
the barren terrain for more 
bodies and examined the 
debris.

Indigenous from Amazon see Brazil nut as forest’s future

PALMAS, Brazil (AP) — The 

creation story of the Cinta 
Largo people holds that 
they were born out of the 
fruit of the Brazil nut tree. 
Now they are betting that 
the mighty tree could be 
the key to their very future 
in the Amazon rain forest. 

A project sponsored by 
international donors has 
helped the Cinta Larga 
and other indigenous 
people from Brazil’s Mato 
Grosso state monetize the 
towering centenary trees 
by turning their nuts, which 
normally plummet to the 
forest floor and rot, into 
cash. 

Since it started last year, 
the Sentinels of the Forest 
program has boosted the 
tribes’ incomes 50 percent, 
said Daeit Akata Kaban, 
leader of the Cinta Larga. 
That's given the group of 
about 1,700 people re¬ 
newed incentive to protect 
their roughly 80,000 hect¬ 
ares (2 million acres) of an¬ 
cestral forest from loggers, 
ranchers and poachers 
pressing in on all sides.

“It has completely changed 
our lives," Kaban said at the 
group’s stand at the World 
Indigenous Games, a cel¬ 
ebration of cultures from 
around the world wrapping 
up this weekend in Palmas. 
The project was the brain¬ 
child of Paulo Cesar Nunes, 
an agronomist whose fami¬ 
ly moved from Sao Paulo to 
the forest state of Rondonia 
on Brazil's western frontier 
to harvest Brazil nuts. Grow¬ 
ing up, Nunes witnessed 
the catastrophic results of 
a government project to 
resettle landless farmers 
in Rondonia, which led to 
nearly wholesale clear-cut- 
ting in the state. 

Nunes believes the Bra¬ 


zil nut can help prevent a 
similar fate for neighboring 
Mato Grosso, which is in the 
sights of big agricultural in¬ 
terests as a frontier for soy, 
cotton, corn and cattle. 
Securing $1.25 million from 
the Fundo Amazonas, a 
fund of international donors 
that is administered by the 
Brazilian government’s na¬ 
tional development bank, 
he set up a Brazil nut coop¬ 
erative in Juruena, a town 
roughly halfway between 
the Cinta Larga's reserve 
and another where the 
Cayabi, Apiaka and Mun- 
duruku peoples live. 

Brazil nut trees dot the re¬ 
gion, and the melon-sized 
shells containing the nuts 


naturally tumble to the for¬ 
est floor during the rainy 
season, meaning harvest¬ 
ers just have to pick up the 
shells. But the oily nuts' sus¬ 
ceptibility to fungus, bacte¬ 
ria and insects make get¬ 
ting them to market before 
they rot tricky. 

Sentinels of the Forest 
built 18 storage facilities 
throughout the forest to 
keep the nuts fresh and dry 
while awaiting processing. 
The project has also invest¬ 
ed in industrial drying ma¬ 
chines that allow them not 
only to sell the nuts whole 
but also to extract the oil, 
which is used for cooking 
and also as an ingredient 
in shampoos, face creams 


and lotions. Brazilian cos¬ 
metics firm Natura buys oil 
from the group. 

The dried meal left over 
from the extraction process 
is used to make cookies, 
noodles and granola bars 
that the federal govern¬ 
ment distributes to 40,000 
local residents through 
its “Zero Plunger” social 
program. “It really gives 
our harvesters a sense of 
pride to see their children 
and friends and neighbors 
consuming the product 
they picked with their own 
hands,” said Nunes. “Not 
only do we contribute to 
the food security of the re¬ 
gion, but our harvesters are 
also doing a kind of polic¬ 
ing of the forest, checking 
for invaders as they’re out 
on their rounds.” 

Some 350 people, includ¬ 
ing tribe members and lo¬ 
cal family farmers, work 
on the project, which in its 
first year generated nearly 
$100,000. The initial harvest 
was 130 tons, but ambitions 
for the future are big: The 
warehouses have capacity 
to stock 1,000 tons — and 
with 875,000 hectares be¬ 
tween the two indigenous 
reservations, there are 
plenty more nuts to be col¬ 
lected. 

“They’ve told us, ‘Too bad 
this project didn’t exist 20 
years ago,'" Nunes said. 
“If it had, lots more for¬ 
est would still be standing 
today."a 
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On trail of reporters, film puts ‘Spotlight’ on journalism

NEW YORK (AP) — A group 
of Boston Globe reporters 
and editors recently 
gathered in New York to 
celebrate the premiere of 
Tom McCarthy’s drama 
about their Pulitzer Prize¬ 
winning reporting of the 
Catholic priest sex abuse 
scandal. When asked 
why “Spotlight" — the 
film named after their 
investigative team — has 
earned their respect, 
they respond in an eager 
chorus. 

“They got it right,” echoes 
around the table of 
Walter Robinson, who 
headed Spotlight, former 
deputy managing editor 
Ben Bradlee Jr., and two 
reporters from the team: 
Sacha Pfeiffer (now a 
columnist) and Mike 
Renzendes, who remains a 
part of Spotlight. 

In the film, they’re played, 
respectively, by Michael 
Keaton, John Slattery, 
Rachel McAdams and 
Mark Ruffalo. Usually, 
the gulf between fiction 
and reality, Hollywood 
and the newsroom (or 
anywhere else), is too wide 
to engender the kind of 
enthusiasm shared among 
the veteran journalists. 

“We all feel like we’ve been 
struck by lightning and it 
actually feels very good,” 
says Robinson. 


The power of “Spotlight,” 
in limited release Friday, 
isn't just felt by its real-life 
reporters; it’s a big-screen 
bolt of inspiration for a 
beleaguered profession. 
While the film’s attributes 
are numerous (its large 
ensemble also includes 
Liev Schreiber as former 
Globe editor Marty Baron 
and Brian d’Arcy James 
as Spotlight reporter Matt 
Carroll), its greatest strength 
is its rigorous depiction of 
investigative journalism 


and its celebration of an 
increasingly endangered 
species of news gathering. 
“We were driven by: 
Let's be as accurate and 
authentic as we can. 
Let's put our faith in that,” 
says McCarthy, the writer- 
director of “Win Win” and 
“The Station Agent.” "We 
kept saying: We’re not 
going to be slick with this 
movie. We’re not going to 
play games. We’re going 
to present it.” 

“Spotlight" is a journalistic

procedural that gathers its 
drama by closely following 
the footsteps of the scruffy, 
dogged Globe reporters. 
Their reporting uncovered 
the widespread cover-up 
that led to Cardinal Bernard 
F. Law's resignation, shook 
the church to the Vatican 
and offered a modicum 
of justice for thousands of 
victims. 

To make it, McCarthy and 
co-screenwriter Josh Singer 
spent more than two years 
researching each step of 


the investigation by the 
reporters, who, though 
initially skeptical, were won 
over by the filmmakers’ 
diligence. In addition to 
meeting with victims and 
journalists, McCarthy and 
Singer combed through 
documents and emails 
from the years of work that 
culminated in coverage 
published in 2002. 

“It became apparent pretty 
quickly that they were 
intent on doing as much 
research about us that 
we did about the church 
initially,” says Robinson. “It 
made us trust them more,” 
says Renzendes. 

The reporters remained 
involved throughout the 
scripting, and later met 
with the actors and visited 
the set in Toronto, which 
doubled for Boston. 

“To the one. Josh and I really 
had a strong connection 
with them and just thought 
they were really interesting 
and dynamic people,” 
says McCarthy. “We had 
a great admiration for 
the work they had done. 
As we brought actors on, 
and they got a chance to 
spend time with them, they 
felt the same way.” 

Ruffalo came away with 
a deep appreciation for 
Renzendes after shadowing 
him. “Rarely do you get to 
sit next to a master and get 
to understand how they 
work,” says Ruffalo.Q 


Glenn Close: I’m working out 
for ‘Sunset Boulevard’ return 


LONDON (AP) — Glenn Close is getting 
ready to reprise her starring role as silent 
screen diva Norma Desmond in “Sunset 
Boulevard" — by taking to the treadmill. 
Close said Monday that her preparation 
involved working out. “You have to have 
strong muscles in you to project that kind 
of energy on the stage.” 

“So I’m getting on the treadmill, which is 
not something I really love to do,” she told 
reporters at the English National Opera’s 
Coliseum theater. 

Close won a Tony Award in 1995 for the 
Broadway production of Andrew Lloyd 
Webber’s musical, based on Billy Wilder's 
1950 film. 

Two decades on, she will play Desmond 

— the faded femme fatale who declares 
“I am big — it’s the pictures that got small” 

— for 43 performances at the Coliseum 


starting April 1. 

The production will be “semi-staged,” with 
the opera's orchestra onstage alongside 
the cast. 

The 68-year-old “Fatal Attraction" star has 
been nominated for six Academy Awards. 
She has won three Emmys and three Tonys. 
Next year’s run of “Sunset Boulevard” will 
be Close’s first time on the London stage 
since she starred in “A Streetcar Named 
Desire” at the National Theatre in 2002 
Close said Norma Desmond “haunted 
me after I left her," and playing her 
again would be like discovering a new 
character. 

“It's going to be another exploration for 
me, because I’ve had 20 years of life. 
I’ve had 20 more years of my craft, and I 
think she won't be exactly the same,” she 
said.Q

John Irving travels

— Will Smith is not expect¬ 
ing any pushback from the 
National Football League 
over his upcoming football 
drama “Concussion.” 

“I don't think it’s going to 
generate too much con¬ 
troversy (with the NFL). 
There will be a little difficulty 
in swallowing it, as it was for 
me. I’m a football dad, you 
know,” said the 47-year-old 
father of three. 

Smith was honored Sun¬ 
day at the Hollywood 
Film Awards for his work in 
“Concussion.” He plays Dr. 
Bennet Omalu, the foren¬ 
sic neuropathologist who 
uncovered the dangerous 
effects of head trauma on 
the brain in football. 

“You don’t want it to be 
true," Smith said on the red 
carpet. “I think that the sci¬ 
ence is really irrefutable 
and the story of Dr. Bennet 
Omalu is such a powerful 
story. I think that it will be 
difficult at first for some, but 
I don’t think that it’s going 
to be that big of an issue. 
It’s something that we have 
to accept." 

“Concussion” made head¬ 
lines after the New York 
Times reported that the film 
was altered to placate the 
National Football League, 
a charge director Peter 
Landesman and Sony have 
denied. The Grammy-win- 
ning rapper, who recently 


appeared on the remix of 
Bomba Estereo's song, “Fi¬ 
esta," also discussed his 
return to music after a de- 
cade-long hiatus. 

“It’s such a new exploration 
for me. The most fun that I 
have. There’s nothing that 
compares to being on the 
stage with a hit record. So 
you know I’ve been per¬ 
forming a little bit with (DJ 
Jazzy) Jeff. 

We've been sneaking out 


and going to places and 
working out a little bit. So I 
think it's going to be mag¬ 
nificent.” 

Another hot-button hon- 
oree Sunday was Quentin 
Tarantino’s “The Hateful 
Eight.” Police associations 
have urged boycotts of 
Tarantino’s movies after 
the filmmaker said he was 
“on the side of the mur¬ 
dered" during a recent ral¬ 
ly against police brutality in 
New York. Q

Orphans? Check. Prosti¬ 
tutes? Check. A prescient 
child embittered by the 
Catholic church? Check 
and check. John Irving 
didn't manage to weave 
wrestling or New England 
into his 14th novel, “Av¬ 
enue of Mysteries,” but he 
ticks all the other boxes 
that will keep fans turning 
the pages. 

Like many of Irving's stories, 
it unfolds in the present day 
and through flashbacks. 
Juan Diego Guerrero is 
an accomplished novel¬ 
ist in 2011. He’s on his way 
to the Philippines to fulfill 
a promise he made de¬ 
cades ago when he was 
raised on a trash dump in 


Oaxaca, Mexico. During 
his travels he is constantly 
mixing up doses of the be¬ 
ta-blocker Lopressor with 
Viagra, causing him to fall 
asleep and vividly dream 
of his formative years south 
of the border. 

In the flashbacks we meet 
Juan Diego’s sister Lupe, 
whose voice and convic¬ 
tion will remind Irving fans 
of their beloved Owen 
Meany. Instead of high- 
pitched yelling, Lupe 
speaks unintelligible gib¬ 
berish that only her brother 
can understand. There’s 
also a transvestite named 
Flor, a pair of circus dwarfs 
named Paco and Beer Bel¬ 
ly, and a life-size doll of the 
Sister of Guadalupe. 

The present-day plot isn’t 
quite so outlandish, but 
it does involve a horny 
mother and daughter who 
accompany Juan Diego 
on his travels throughout 
southeast Asia. 

Irving’s gift is blending all 
these crazy plot elements 
together, stringing along 
two time lines to tell the sto¬ 
ry of Juan Diego's life from 
start to finish. 

Or as his omniscient nar¬ 
rator tells it: “The chain of 
events, the links in our lives 
— what leads us where 
we’re going, the courses 
we follow to our ends, what 
we don’t see coming, and 
what we do — all this can 
be mysterious, or simply un¬ 
seen, or even obvious." Q

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Lead¬ 
ing actor Daniel Craig 
waxed poetic about the 
apocalyptic opening 
scenes in the James Bond 
flick “Spectre,” as the 
film prepared its regional 
premiere in Mexico City 
where some of those parts 
were shot. Fittingly, Craig 
showed up in Mexico on 
the Nov. 1-2 Day of the 
Dead holiday for Monday’s 
premiere. The opening se¬ 
quence features a sort of 
Day of the Dead celebra¬ 


tion, with skeleton and skull 
costumes and floats. 

Then, in classic Bond style, 
the real fireworks start. 

The British actor told The 
Associated Press in an in¬ 
terview Sunday that “we 
have buildings collapsing, 
we have helicopters, and 
I’m walking on the top of 
buildings and running to 
the streets” in the opening 
sequence. 

Craig says “there are so 
many things that have to 
come together to work 
and it’s a testament to the 
people who work on this 


film that they did so beauti¬ 
fully.” 

The film is directed by Sam 
Mendes and was filmed in 
March in Mexico City, one 
of several locations. The 
film opened in Great Brit¬ 
ain on Oct. 26, and is set to 
open in the United States, 
Canada and the rest of 
Latin America on Friday. 
Spectre also features Mexi¬ 
can actress Stephanie Sig- 
man, who Craig called a 
“beautiful actress, really 
good actress." 

He added, “I think she plays 
a very memorable part in a 


very memorable scene”. 
The 47-year-old actor has 
been playing Agent 007 
since his debut in 2006 in 
“Casino Royale." After nine 
years with the character, 
Craig said “I don't judge 
him at all.” 

“I just think he’s an incred¬ 
ibly interesting part to play 
and I derive immense 
pleasure from doing it. You 
know, it's hard work but 
anything worthwhile is hard 
work,” Craig said. “I play 
James Bond, but when I go 
home I don’t think about
